The origin of Tioman and its people are woven In a tapestry of 
intriguing legends. A legend synonymous with the island is the tale of 
a beautiful dragon princess. On her way from China to visit her prince 
in Singapore, this fabled maiden stopped to seek solace ın the 
crystal-clear waters of the South China Sea. 


Enchanted by the charms of the place, she decided to discontinue her 
journey. The princess took the form of an island and pledged to offer 
shelter and comfort to passing travellers. Till today, the island bears 
startling resemblance to a sleeping dragon. 
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Tioman is the largest and 
most developed of the 
volcanic islands that form the 
Tioman Marine Park. Other 
islands within the area are 
Tulai, Chebeh, Sepoi, Labas, 
Sembilang, Seri Buat, Tokong 


Bahara and Jahat. 


The cluster of islands was 
gazetted as a Marine Park in 


1995 to protect its precious
